The storm which terminated Satur- 


day of last week will long be remem- 
bered by the natives of Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 


Tearing down the mountains in a 


volume greater than has been known 
for a generation, the San Gabriel river 
on Saturday carried destruction in its 
path, wrecking railroad and wagon 
bridges, flooding ranches, driving hu- 
man beings and domestic and wild 
animals to higher ground, cutting new 
channels in many sections, and earn- 
ing for itself the title of "the Missis- 
sippi of California." 


The most dramatic result of the big 


flood was the marooning of twelve 
persons on the ranches near the es- 
tate of formdr Governor '-Henry T.

them. A relief party was organized

That spring I planted five acres to Calimyrna figs, and raised hay on the balance of the land. 
The nest spring I planted one acre of peaches, mostly Muirs, and also planted three acres of alfalfa that same spring and eleven 
acres of Caiimyrna 
figs.

The third year, or two years ago, I planted between one-half and three-fourths of an acre of Mammoth blackberries and Loganber- 


Year before last I got about 250 crates of berries, which sold for an average of «bout $1.25 per crate. Didn't sell much of anything 


that year except hay, which was raised between the rows of figs tree's. 
Besides that I raised enough potatoes for our own use and made 
our living right along from the first year. 
' 


This year, 1909, I sold 26fr crates of berries, at an average of $1 per crate, and my peaches brought about four boxes to the tree 


which I sold at $1.00 a box, and also got about $50 off my figs this year. Think I raised about 1000 pounds of raisins. 


My alfalfa hay ran about six tons to the acre at four cuttings; could have cut once more, but used it for pasture' 
My place is not for sale. 
I understand your Merced Colony is under the Crocker-Huffman ditch. I have always had all the water I want, and good service 


with the water, and the fact that you are demonstrating that you have ample supply of water as a pumping proposition makes your 
gation problem an exceptionally good one.
